Washington, June 16.—If congress 
should send a message to President 
Roosevelt providing for the construc­ 
tion of a sea-level canal on the Isthmus 
of Panama, he would veto it. 
This 
statement is made by authority. 


Washington, June 16.—By a vote of 
110 to 36, the house, at the end of a 
two-hours’ debate on the appropria­ 
tions for the Panama canal, decided 
that the canal should be of a lock type. 
After listening to the speech of Mr. 
Burton of Ohio in favor of the lock 
canal* and consuming an hour in the 
discussion of the amendment defining 
the type as presented by Mr. Littauer 
of New York, the house in committee 
of the whole expressed its opinion in 
favor of a lock canal. 
By a decisive 
vote the house refused to sanction the 
purchase of materials in the markets 
of the world for the Panama canal, the 
general position of the Republicans 
being that as the canal was to be built 
by 
American 
taxes 
the 
American 
workingman 
and 
Americans 
should 
have the advantage. 
The bill amending the national bank­ 
ing law with the senate amendments 
was concurred in by the house by a 
vote of 125 to 70 after a sharp fight 
to postpone action. 
By the terms of 
the senate amendment a national bank 
may loan to a single borrower a sum 
not in excess of 30 per cent of its cap­ 
ital stock provided that tlie surplus 
of the bank is equal to at least twice 
its capital stock. 
The Day in the Senate. 
The time of the senate was in the 
main divided between the Panama 
c anal bill and the Lake Erie and Ohio 
river ship canal bill. 
On the former 
there were speeches by Senators Tel­ 
ler and Morgan, while in connection 
with the laP-'r a number of senators 
engaged in a controversy over the 
policy of granting a national charter 
to an interstate canal. 
Senator Bacon 
took positive ground against such a 
course, and spoke at length in pre­ 
sentation of his views.

Erie 
bill 
was

consideration 
when at 6:15 the senate adjourned. 
Many Consular Promotions. 
The president sent to the senate the 
nominations of 61 consular officers, 
probably the largest number of such 
nominations ever submitted in a day. 
The list was the result of many weeks* 
work by Secretary Root and Wilbur 
Parr, the chief of the consular bureau, 
upon the general proposition to pro­ 
vide for a regular system of promotion 
in the service. 
Therefore, nearly all 
of the nominations are really promo­ 
tions 
All of these promotions w’era 
made u p o n the efficiency record of the 
consuls, thereby carrying out Secre­ 
tary Root’s original idea that the high­ 
er

service 
should be reserved for the reward of 
the consuls in the lower grades who 
had proved their merit, and as a result 
only the places at the foot of the list 
are left open for original appoint­ 
ments.

Whether 
or 
not some important 
features of the Nicholson ternperanee 
law were repealed by the legislature 
of 1905 by the enactment of the pub­ 
lic offenses act in the new crim inal 
code, will be determined by the su­ 
preme court within 
the 
next 
few 
months. 
It is an open question among a ttor­ 
neys throughout the State where the 
Nicholson law has been weakened. 
The public offenses act is supposed to 
repeal all law within its purview. 
Some attorneys are claiming that it 
repeals the Nicholson law, and two 
judges have quashed indictments for 
violations of provisions ot the N ichol­ 
son law which are not found in the 
public offenses act. 
The latter fails 
to contain the Nicholson law provision 
prohibiting any one but the proprietor 
of a saloon or member of his family 
from entering the saloon on Sunday. 
It also omitted the provision for re­ 
moval of screens on Sunday and after 
hours, and prohibiting minors from 
loitering around places where liquor 
is sold. 
The Niehloson law forbids the use 
of musical instruments or other amuse­ 
ment features iu a saloon, but the 
public offenses act say nothing on the 
subject. 
A saloonkeeper at Elkhart 
was arrested on the charge of m ain­ 
taining a music box in his place. 
His 
attorneys tried to have the indictment 
quashed on the ground that there was 
nothing in the public 
offenses act 
prohibiting him from having music. 
The lower court overruled them and 
they appealed to the supreme court. 
The opinion is expressed there that 
the legislature had no intention what­ 
ever of repealing any section of the 
Nicholson law, and that the supreme 
court w ill so hold. 
It w ill also be 
pointed out in support of this conten­ 
tion that the legislature showed its 
disposition to strengthen the temper­ 
ance laws when it adopted the Moore 
amendment providing for a two years’ 
blanket 
remonstrance. 
Prosecuting 
attorneys 
over 
the State are very 
much interested in having the ques­ 
tion determined by the supreme court, 
as it is coming up constantly, and 
there has been no definite ruling 
The 
prevailing opinion here is that the 
Nicholson law is not repealed. 
Local

violating its provisions.
